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the- Mother, who was got up and at that in« 
ſtant, had the bipeſt Child before mention- 
ed in her Lap, raifed its Head and upper 

art of ics Bady vp tcom the Pillow, and 
with an audible loud and Manly voice, ut- 
tered feveral Ciſtint Words, lo clearly, 
that they were heard all over the Chamber, 
2nd having (o done, it ferched a great Hem 
as ſtrong and loud, asa full grown Man 
coutd do, and then ccaled wichour Crying, 
or any inclination thereunto. 


What the words were exactly, both che 
Mather and the Nucle do conſtantly affirm, 
that they cannot declare, and this as welt.

We told you that the Father was then 
abroad, and yet we may lay nor altogether 
inſenſible of this ſtrange Accident, tor ar 
the ſame inſtant, as near as can be gathered, 
he was ſudenly taken ill very witha pain in 
his head as he was walking along the Street, 
and for ſome time was not able readily ro 
go on : However, getting home, he was 
there welcomed with this wonderful Ty- 
dings of his Sons ſpeaking, to which as a 
thing impoſſible, he at fi:ſt pave no credit, 
but rather reprov'd them for ſpeaking of 
ſuch a thing , and told them they muſt ſure 
be miſtaken, and take the Childs Crying 
for Speakingzbue they perſiſted in it, telling 
him , That as aſſuredly as ever be ſpake in 


bis 
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his life, ſo FINER... _I diftinGily bad the 
Child ſpoke, thereupon relating the whole 
matter, and all its Circumftances, in the 
{ame manner as they are herein before fer 
forth,and do eontinue to juſtifie and avouch 
the ſame. 


This is the true Narrative” of this Won- 
derful Accident which has made ſo much | 
Diſcourſe in the VVorld:, and a!l that can 
be known of it, ſave only this, that the 
Child ſtill continues well; luſty, and: tchri- 
ving. The multitudes. that dayly flock to 
the Parents houſe apon inquiry abour it, co 
the great diſturbance of the Family , have 
in ſome ſort rendred it neceflary to publiſh- 
this much, that all people may be ſatisfied 
as far as Truth can do it; for as for the 
VYords, which moſt people are moſt inqui- 
ſitivT after, they. cannot be ſet forth.
